Many interesting examples of the use of the golden section, 
in art and architecture, are presented. These include works 
by Botticelli, Da Vinci, Durer, and Dali. The program also 
presents the equiangular spiral and the star pentagram, and 
it illustrates these with examples from nature and works of

This 
program analyzes the old problem. "iow can the lines of 
latitude and longitude be transferred from a spherical globe 
to flat paper?" It indicates how this problem is dealt with 
by using perspective projection. Three types of projection are 
discussed: stereograghic, cylindrical, and conical.

One man tries with all his strength and knowledge, to keep alive
